"It will be remembered that the

Sunday. Sept. 6. wa.- stated to

«outh of the river .Marne. with the 
French forces in line on our right 
and left. 


'Practically there had 
been

hange in the situation since Thurs- 
lay. Sept. 3, which marked the end 
3f our army's long retirement from 
the Belgian frontier through north- 
ern France." 


The official statement follows: 
"First, on our left wing the enemy 


had repaired to the north of Aisne. 
between Compiegne and Soissons. a 
line of defense which it was forced to 
abandon. 
Some detachments which 


it had held at Amiens now have re- 
tired upon Perrone and St. Quentin. 


"Second, on the center also the 


Germans had taken up a defensive 
position behind Rheims. but were 
unable to hold it. 
In the Argonne 


region they turned back toward the 
north beyond the forest of Belnoue 
and beyond Triaucourt. 


"On the right wing the retreating 


movement of the Germans is general 
from N'ancy to the Vosges. Yester- 
day evening French territory in this 
vicinity had been completely evac- 
uated. 


"Prepared to ignore the British as 


being driven out of the fight they 
were initiating an effort to attack 
the left flank of The main French 
army which stretched in a long curv- 
ed line from our right towards the 
east and south to carry out against 
it alone an envelopment which so 
far had failed against the combined 
forces of the allies.
